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changing and as such we reviewed all of our planned prem¬ 
ises developments to see which areas we should prioritise. 

“In the last 12 months we have continued to invest in six 
schemes across the borough and have already seen the 
opening of two new buildings in Tipton and Hamstead. 

“Unfortunately several further schemes were put on 
hold. Our priority remains to ensure that the services we 
buy on behalf of the population of Sandwell are delivered 
from safe, good quality buildings.” 

Target 

The trust decided on its priority schemes earlier this 
year, ranking six as high with the target of having them 
finished in the next four years. 

Top of the agenda are new health centres, worth a com¬ 
bined £ 10.6m, due to be built on a former car park in Great 
Bridge and on land at Crosswells Road and Bloxcidge 
Street in Oldbury. Both plans have already won outline 
planning permission. 

The priority schemes also included the £6.5m Glebe- 
fields Neighbourhood Health Centre in Tipton, which 
opened in June, and a new clinic in Great Barr’s Tanhouse 
Community Centre, which opened in March. 


Carers angry at ‘ less educated’ slur 


UNPAID carers say they are 
insulted by leaflets for a consulta¬ 
tion on the future of funding in 
Sandwell, which they say labels 
them “ill-educated”. 

The council has approved a consulta¬ 
tion on a revised carers’ strategy, as it 
plans for more than £300,000 of cuts. 

The authority funds services for 
unpaid carers, including advice, 
support, financial help and respite 
care to the tune of £3.7 million. But the 
service faces cuts of 10 per cent in 

2012- 13 then five per cent in both 

2013- 14 and 2014-15. 

A 12-week consultation document 
gives reasons to support carers. It 
states: “Because of their caring role, 
carers have more health problems and 


are more likely to be poor and less edu¬ 
cated than people who are not carers.” 

Joan Dearn has a blind and autistic 
son Ian and her daughter Charlean 
has Down’s Syndrome. She said the 
leaflet was “insulting”. Mrs Dearn, of 
Pearson Street, Old Hill, added: “I 
think it is shocking. I’ve half a mind to 
return the form with the words ‘I’m too 
thick to fill this in’ on it.” 

The shake-up in help for carers, 
which also involves Sandwell Primary 
Care Trust, comes as the Government 
plans “personal budgets” for carers. 

Geoff Foster, chief executive for 
carers’organisation Sandwell CARES, 
agreed that the wording of the leaflet 
could have been better. “It was a bit 
indelicate,” he said. “I can understand 
why carers would get upset. Becoming 


a carer is about circumstance, in most 
situations, such as if a parent develops 
dementia. Education is not really a 
component of that. I think the way it 
should have been worded is around the 
issue of carers finding it difficult to 
find the time to participate in educa¬ 
tion or leisure activities.” 

Sandwell Council cabinet member 
for adult social care, Councillor Ann 
Jaron, said the last thing they wanted 
to do was upset carers. “The point we 
are making is carers can suffer pre¬ 
cisely because they put the needs of 
others before their own. They may 
have to give up a job or ignore their 
own health needs or drop out of educa¬ 
tion,” she explained. “It is not easy 
being a carer and we must offer them 
as much support as possible.”

A further 
two high rise blocks, Neale and 
Macauley Houses, are at the 
entrance to the estate in Glover 
Street. 

The blocks have already been the 
subject of extensive refurbishment 
and it is now proposed to carry out 
extensive environmental works 
around them.

Drugs to be offered for terminations as birth rate soars among under-18s 


Clinic to deal with 
teen pregnancies

AN ABORTION clinic 
will be opened in Sandwell 
in a bid to tackle high 
teenage pregnancy rates 
in the borough. 

New medical terminations, 
where mothers use drugs to 
end the pregnancy, will be 
offered, starting from 
November. 

And Sandwell Primary Care 
Trust is in discussions to provide 
surgical abortions. 

The new facility will open if it 
passes licence specifications, 
passes Care Quality Commission 
standards and is in a secure 
venue. 

It comes after Sandwell had 
the highest number of under-18 
pregnancies in the Black 
Country, according to figures 
released earlier this year. 

Between 2007 and 2009, a 
total of 977 under-18s in 
Sandwell became pregnant, with 
44 per cent of cases leading to a 
termination. 

Sandwell’s Director of Public 
Health Jon Middleton said free 
contraception was designed to 
prevent the need for termina¬ 
tions. 

He explained: “This new termi¬ 
nation service will ensure that 
for those women who choose to 
have a termination there is a 
service available to them. Our 


priority is to reduce the number 
of unplanned pregnancies. 

“We are also working hard to 
drive down the number of 
teenage conceptions in the area 
and have seen some significant 
improvements with teenage 
pregnancy rate falling by almost 
a fifth in a decade. 

“Office for National Statistics 
data showed that the rate per 
1,000 females aged 15-17 had 
dropped from 69.1 to 52.7 from 
1998 to 2009. In real terms, that’s 
75 fewer teenage pregnancies in 
2009 than there were in 1998.” 

Report 

The clinic was one of a number 
of suggestions made by Sandwell 
Council’s children and young 
people scrutiny panel in August 
last year. 

Among them was covering 
transport cost for girls under 19 
who need to travel for an abor¬ 
tion. A report, to be presented to 
the panel on the progress of last 
year’s suggestions, says costs 
may be claimed back under an 
NHS Low Income scheme for 
those eligible. 

It adds that the ‘morning after 
pill’ is available for free, with no 
age limit. 

Meanwhile, work is under way 
for a pilot school nurse drop-in 
scheme for teenagers in two 
schools in the borough. 


Developer wants more 
time to build homes 

THE DEVELOPER of a derelict site in West Bromwich has 
applied for more time to transform it into a mini housing estate. 

Sajida Hafeez, from Middlesex, has applied to renew planning per¬ 
mission for four detached homes, two semi-detached homes and six 
terraced homes in Bailey Street. 

Sutton Coldfield-based developers Signal Properties applied to 
build nine houses in three terraces on the same site in 1998. Propos¬ 
als were revised to 10 homes and won approval in 2002. 

Mrs Hafeez renewed the permission in 2007 and is now asking for 
more time again. 

Worcester-based TM Consultants are acting as agents for Mrs 
Hafeez. They stated: “The neighbouring properties are a mix of 
council-owned and housing association houses. The land has been 
used for light industrial production in the past and the old factories 
have been demolished and the site cleared. Preliminary investiga¬ 
tions show that coal mining was predominant in the area in the 19th 
century but all workings have been dormant for some time.” 

If approved, the plans would tie in with regeneration plans for 300 
homes on Claypit Lane, Coppice Street and Wattle Road.

Keepers in the South American 
ungulates paddock, including 
Sandwell resident trainee keeper 
Cerys Grove, apply the oil to 
males Chico and Ronnie, and 
females Meena and Tallulah to 
ensure their skin doesn’t become 
too dry. Tallulah is the tapir 


family’s baby at six-months old. 

Assistant Curator, Richard 
Brown, said: *‘We’ve tried various 
creams but find that good old baby 
oil works best. Tapirs’ skin has a 
tendency to react to dry weather 
conditions, so we apply the oil 
every three to four days to make 
sure it stays in good condition. 

“They have quite sensitive skin 
so it’s important we do it regularly. 
The treatment takes minutes to 
apply and the tapirs really like it 
— they smell lovely afterwards!”

Sandwell’s cabinet member for jobs and economy, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones, added: “Hundreds of jobs for local people 
would be created by the development of The Junction. The 
range of new retail premises would also give more choice to 
local shoppers and encourage thousands more people to 
visit Oldbury each week.” 


Banned driver 
sped through 
town at 90mph 

A DRIVER who sped through residential streets 
at up to 90mph in a bid to escape pursuing police has 
been jailed for 18 months.

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Concern 
over cuts 
in care 
warden 
service 

RESIDENTS have spoken of 
their concerns after it was 
announced Sandwell’s warden 
service for vulnerable people is 
facing staff cuts. 

Sandwell Homes is being forced to 
make savings after funding was cut. 
In November 16 staff will go through 
voluntary redundancy. 

Residents helped by the warden 
now are now worried about the care 
they will get. Disabled grandmother - 
of-four Mary Houghton, who lives in 
sheltered property in Cradley Heath, 
said: “My warden is a lifeline for me. 

“After my husband passed away two 
years ago she visited me every day and 
without her I do not know what I 
would have done. Many people in shel¬ 
tered accommodation don’t have 
family. It’s the only support they 
have.” 

Terence Collins, a grandfather-of- 
four and retired council maintenance 
supervisor, said his mother had 
dementia. He added: “The warden 
visits my mother twice a week and 
keeps her company and that’s slowing 
her illness. Making wardens redun¬ 
dant is disgusting.” 

Resources 

Adrian Scarrott, Sandwell Homes’ 
director of housing services, said they 
will do all they can to support vulner¬ 
able people, adding: “The resources 
we have available remain significant 
and the service continues to be deliv¬ 
ered to those most in need. 

“We know that the warden, commu¬ 
nity alarms and floating support serv¬ 
ices provided by Sandwell Homes will 
be constantly affected by funding 
changes during the next three years. 

“We will continue talking with 
employees and customers about the 
way we choose to deliver services in 
the future. By reshaping services, we 
will be able to concentrate on looking 
after those people in Sandwell who 
need them the most.”

Carers so valuable 


THE value of the contribution by 
unpaid carers in Sandwell has 
increased by £150 million, according 
to new figures. 

The Carers Advice and Resource 
Establishment in Sandwell (Cares) 
says the value of the voluntary care 
in Sandwell has increased by 29 per 
cent over the last four years. 

Recent research by the University 
of Leeds shows the value has 
increased from £513m in 2007 to 


£664m in 2011. This value is calcu¬ 
lated by working out the cost to the 
local authority and the NHS of 
replacing all of the caring under¬ 
taken by unpaid family carers in the 
borough over a year. 

Cares’ chief executive Geoff Foster 
said: ^Without this contribution, 
given willingly by family members 
and friends, the whole health and 
social care structure in Sandwell 
would collapse.” 


Legal action threat 
over death of son

THE mother falsely accused of murder 
after her young son died of a chest infec¬ 
tion is planning to take legal action. 

Abby Podmore was arrested and kept in custody 
for 18 hours following the death of three-year-old 
Alfie. 

The 20-year-old from Birmingham was released 
after a post mortem revealed the child had died 
from pneumonia followed by septicaemia. An 
inquest in Birmingham last week heard that 
doctors and nurses made critical errors in his care. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust has formally admitted liability for fail¬ 
ings in Alfie’s care and has offered the Podmore 
family a full and unreserved apology. 

Lawyers confirmed Miss Podmore was consider¬ 
ing legal action against the hospital and West Mid¬ 
lands Police. She has made a formal complaint to 
the police. 

Heartache 

Dental nurse Miss Podmore said: “I don’t know 
how I will ever trust medical professionals or the 
police ever again after the heartache they have put 
me and my family through. 

“I just hope that lessons are learnt from what 
has happened. No-one else deserves to go through 
the hell that we have suffered.” 

Alfie was sent home from private day nursery 
Wiggles and Giggles in Hagley Road West, 
Oldbury, in February. Miss Podmore was told by 
staff at Birmingham Children’s Hospital that the 
youngster had a virus and was given antacid 
stomach medicine. Three days later she found him 
dead in bed at home in Quinton. 

Pathologist Dr Philip Cox told the inquest Alfie 
may have survived if he had been given antibi¬ 
otics. 

Birmingham Coroner Aiden Cotter recorded a 
narrative verdict and said that Alfie died follow¬ 
ing a failure to diagnose his illness. 

A police spokesman said a complaint was being 
looked into. He added: “We will keep the family 
Three-year-old son Alfie updated throughout our investigation.” 



Dilapidated shops 
to be demolished 


A VACANT terrace of shops and 
flats will be knocked down as part 
of the regeneration of West 
Bromwich. 

The dilapidated two-storey row in 
St Vincent Crescent is to be demol¬ 
ished under proposals by Sandwell 
Council. 

The authority says the block has 
become uneconomical to repair. 

Instead bosses plan to level the 
buildings from number 43 to 69 and, 
once it has been bulldozed, to sur¬ 


round the area with security fencing. 

Council officer Karen James has 
submitted plans. She said the proper¬ 
ties were “dilapidated at ground floor 
level and uneconomical to repair or 
refurbish.” 

The council owns the block and 
developers will collect the rubble 
from the demolition for re-use else¬ 
where. It is the latest row of shops to 
be cleared by the authority as it re¬ 
evaluates properties on its books 
including buildings that have come 
“to the end of its useful life”.

Borough 
doctor 
tried to 
prevent 
execution 

A DEATH row prisoner in 
Florida has been executed despite 
a last-minute lawsuit filed by a 
Sandwell doctor. 

Dr David Nicholl, consultant neu¬ 
rologist at Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham NHS Trust, tried to prevent 
Manuel Valle, aged 61, from being 
killed by lethal injection. 

He issued a legal writ against the 
state of Florida to stop it using pento¬ 
barbital as part of a cocktail of drugs 
used to executve Valle. 

The drug is manufactured by 
Danish firm Lundbeck, and Dr 
Nicholl uses the drug on an almost 
daily basis. 

Dr Nicholl said: “To their credit, 
Lundbeck have made it clear that this 
drug should not be used for execu¬ 
tions. The medical profession has 
been quite explicit that pentobarbital 
has no role in executions. 

Barbaric 

“The use of this drug — which should 
only be used in an intensive care-type 
setting with full anaesthetic support - 
is nothing short of barbaric, and has 
resulted in botched executions. When 
both the medics and the manufacturer 
are saying the use of this drug is 
illegal, it is about time the State of 
Florida paid attention. 

“Florida must stop using pentobar¬ 
bital in a manner which is, in my view, 
unconstitutional and illegal.” 

But Florida courts dismissed the 
appeal and Cuban citizen Valle, con¬ 
victed of killing police officer Louis 
Pena 33 years ago, was executed on 
Wednesday, September 28. He had 
been one of the longest serving 
inmates on America’s death row. 

Banned man 
drove minibus 

A MECHANIC already serving 
a drink-drive ban was caught at 
the wheel of a minibus in a West 
Bromwich street, magistrates 
heard. 

Martin Borek, a Polish national, 
was stopped by police officers who saw 
him driving in an erratic manner on 
theA41 on August 12. 

The 28-year-old last week admitted 
at Warley Magistrates Court that he 
had been driving while disqualified, 
driving without insurance and driving 
with excess alcohol. 

Job 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting, said 
his breath test was 47 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35. 

Mr James Cooper, defending, said 
Borek panicked and thought he would 
have risked his job by not driving. 

Borek, of Perry Avenue, Perry Barr, 
was given a 16-week jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for a year with supervision. 

He must also do 100 hours unpaid 
work and was banned from driving for 
40 months.

Ellis, of Arps Road, Codsall, “panicked” when she realised how much 
money she had taken and left a letter to a colleague in the safe before leaving, 
the crown court heard. 

■ But she returned within hours and handed herself 
in to police with £2,000 she was carrying in her bag. 
Ellis admitted theft, having pocketed a total of 
£26,786.

Creditors 
still out 
of pocket 

EIGHTY-FIVE busi¬ 

nesses remain out of pocket 
following the collapse of the 
company that formerly ran 
£72 million Black Country 
arts centre The Public. 

Most are still owed more than 
half what they were originally 
owed. 

The Public Gallery Ltd - which used 
to run the gallery inside the complex - 
went into liquidation in February 

2009, before Sandwell Council was 
forced to take over the building. 

New figures from Companies House 
show 85 unsecured creditors including 
senior directors, artists, creative com¬ 
panies and staff say they are still owed 
a total £306,766. 

Liquidators could not find enough 
cash to repay them in full, leaving the 
majority more than half of their 
money down. 

In total, they were paid back 
£147,922 before the company was dis¬ 
solved in July last year. 

Writer 

The first payments to workers left 
out of pocket when the gallery was liq¬ 
uidated began in November 2009, 
when £11,456 was paid to cover out¬ 
standing holiday pay and wages for 
staff. 

The biggest payments went to 
writer and photographer Ayoub 
Khote, who picked up £1,386 while 
gallery director Marlene Smith was 
given £1,211. 

Outstanding redundancy payments 
totalling £3,466 were paid in full to the 
National Insurance Fund in January 

2010. Unsecured creditors were paid 
in two instalments, one in November 
2009 and the other in March last year. 

In November 2009, 82 unsecured 
creditors who made total claims of 
£288,478 were paid back at a rate of 35 
per cent, receiving a total of just 
£100,967 in return. 

In the second round, there were 85 
claimants chasing £306,766 as HM 
Revenue & Customs, the Centre for 
Contemporary Arts and a Kate Davis 
were added to the list. The last round 
saw those 85 claimants paid back. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “It’s unfortunate people 
weren’t paid off but the project was 
heavily overspent in the first place, 
something I criticised at the time. 

“The Arts Council had to do the best 
they could with the resources it had. 
The council will not be putting any 
more money into this project. The key 
at this moment in time is to be moving 
forward in a positive direction. 
Sandwell Arts Trust now seems to 
have a robust business plan.” 

Sandwell Leisure Trust spent three 
months managing the controversial 
gallery before the new subsidiary, 
Sandwell Arts Trust, took over in July 
2009. 

Blaze blamed

POLICE have closed an investiga¬ 
tion into a blaze at a Sandwell super¬ 
market after deciding it was not 
suspicious. 

Officers say the fire at the K2 super¬ 
market in Cape Hill, Smethwick, on 
May 31, was caused by a gas leak.

The court was told East, Cairns and 
Durnall were each arrested by 
customs officials when the Gold 
Classic cigarettes were delivered to a 
unit at Littleton Business Park, 
Cannock in February 2009. 

Customs officials intercepted the 
truck in Coventry and an officer trans¬ 
ported them to the Cannock depot, 
where East, Cairns and Durnall were 
waiting. East, aged 45, of Swallow 
Close, Huntington, had paid 
to rent the unit. The furni¬ 
ture warehouse owner was 
paid £1,200 for doing so. 

Cairns, 42, of Cophall 
Street, Tipton, was the 
courier and was paid £100 to 
shift 10 pallets of cigarettes. 

Durnall, aged 65, of 
Hilary Drive, Penn, was to 
get £50 for helping out and 
signing for the consignment 
but did not get any money in 
the end.

£100,000 more for The Public 


A NEW £100,000 lottery grant is being handed to 
The Public arts centre in West Bromwich to fund its 
programme over the next six months.

As well as developing its visual arts programme, the 
two-year-old arts centre in New Street intends to use the 
lottery windfall to support digital and interactive arts 
activities. 

Linda Saunders, managing director of The Public, said: 
“We are thrilled to receive this funding from the Arts 
Council and pleased it is committed to supporting our 
artistic programme. 

“We are looking forward to continuing to nurture and 
support the talents of new and young artists, showcasing 
their work alongside well recognised and established 
artists — using the arts to contribute to the exciting regen¬ 
eration plans already in place for West Bromwich. 

“The work is designed to appeal to The Public”s growing 


local and family audience and will include workshops, 
school activities and community events centring around 
exhibitions on two themes.” 

Ros Robins, West Midlands director at Arts Council 
England, said: ‘We have awarded Sandwell Arts Trust 
£100,000 through our lottery funded grants for the arts 
programme. This money will support a programme of 
digital and interactive arts activity taking place in The 
Public.” 

In April it had emerged that Sandwell Arts Trust, which 
runs the centre, failed in a bid for almost £lm of funding. 
It had asked for £300,000 a year over three financial years. 

The Arts Council had refused The Public’s bid for 
funding as it needs to save £450 million over four years. 
But it confirmed it had set aside lottery cash for the centre, 
a controversial development that was hit by delays and 
soaring costs funded by the public purse. 

The Public will be rolling out its autumn and spring pro¬ 
gramme with two exhibition, The Art of Noise and The Art 
of Architecture from next month. 

The Public celebrated its second birthday in August and 
has seen over 330,000 visitors get involved in its exhibi¬ 
tions and events since opening in August 2009.

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Three officers get Medal 
of Valour for raid bravery 


THREE West Midlands 
police officers have received 
one of policing’s highest 
international honours for 
tackling armed bank raiders 
in Handsworth. 

Pcs Kate Peplow, Catherine 
Morgan and Diana Shaw picked up 
the Medal of Valour award from the 
International Association for Women 
in Policing’s annual conference in 
Kentucky, America, pipping compe¬ 
tition from around the globe. 

Graves 

The reward follows an armed 
robbery at a bank in Handsworth on 
January 12, 2010, which began with 
the theft of a JCB used for digging 
graves at nearby Handsworth Ceme¬ 
tery. 

The offenders, some armed with 
guns, threatened three bank staff 
who were forced to hand over a large 
quantity of cash before a passing 
police car disturbed them and they 
ran off. 


Pcs Peplow, Morgan and Shaw 
heard over their radios that an 
armed robbery was in progress and 
rushed to the scene. 

Both Pc Shaw and Pc Peplow had 
guns pointed at them and, in the 
latter case, Pc Peplow used her arm 
to deflect a sawn-off shotgun from 
her head. Then the offenders then 
ran-off towards a cul-de-sac. 

Despite the shock and clear 
danger posed by the desperate 
armed raiders, they were able to give 
clear directions via their personal 
radios, ensuring that other officers 
got to the street where the men were 
last seen. 

All three officers then remained at 
the location to help recover a large 
sum of money and a gun. 

Pc Shaw said: “We had to act. We 
had to protect the public — it’s what 
we joined the police service for. Any 
officer would have done the same.” 

It brings the officers’ award tally to 
three after winning both the associa¬ 
tion’s regional and national titles

Electrician jailed for 
growing cannabis 


A 31-year-old electrician has been 
jailed after a £14,000 cannabis factory 
was found at Ocker Hill in Tipton. 

Police raided the home of Garry Aber¬ 
crombie in Toll End Road in February and 
found 50 cannabis plants. 

He admitted cultivating cannabis and 
illegally extracting electricity at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Friday. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said the 
plants would have amounted to about 1.5kg 
of cannabis with a street value of £14,500. 
He had illegally extracted electricity for the 
lights system he used to grow it, the court 
heard. Atotal of £530 in cash was also found 
at the property. 


Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said Aber¬ 
crombie, had started growing the plants 
after finding he could not afford to buy 
enough of the drug for his habit. He said: 
“Foolishly he decided he would set up a cul¬ 
tivation operation. Ordinarily he leads a 
thoroughly decent life. He has worked hard 
since he left school. He is remorseful.” 

Sentencing him to 14 months in jail, 
Judge Amjad Nawaz told him: “Those who 
grow drugs should know and understand 
that if arrested they will go to prison. This 
was a large scale operation.” He also sen¬ 
tenced him to six months imprisonment, to 
be served concurrently, for extracting elec¬ 
tricity. 


Contamination is 
found at proposed 
archives location 

POTENTIALLY dangerous gases and significant 
land contamination have been found at the site of a 
planned £6 million Black Country archives building. 

Investigations have been launched at the former Royal 
Brierley Crystal site in Tipton Road, Dudley, as part of the 
consultation into the new building, which would house the 
archives for both Sandwell and Dudley. 

Planners 

The plans have been earmarked for approval and will go 
before Dudley planners on October 11. 

Planning chief Councillor Angus Adams said the discov¬ 
ery meant large-scale ground remediation work would 
have to be done before construction at the site could begin. 

“It would be a danger to health if the building was done 
on top of the ground as it is,” he added.

Sunrise Bakery was set up in 1966 to cater for the 


rapidly growing Caribbean population in and around 
Birmingham and the Black Country. 

The demand for hard dough bread helped the enterpris¬ 
ing duo build a network of local shops and, with ‘word of 
mouth’ generating more sales, the company began to grow 
and in 1980 relocated to its current site in Smethwick. 

From here, a steady programme of investment in 
machines and the automation of production lines has 
helped expand its product range. 

Its delivery network grew to cater for shops as far North 
as Yorkshire and down to London and the South East. 

Ingredient 

Mr Drummond, who took total control of the company in 
2009, said: “The business has moved on considerably since 
my father and William Lamont started it during the 60s, 
but one important ingredient has remained the same and 
that is the commitment to creating products that boast the 
traditional taste of the Caribbean.” 

Backed by consultants 
Business Tank, Sunrise has 
ambitious plans to target 
other high street multiples 
and increasing its geo¬ 
graphic coverage. 

With more than one 
million loaves produced 
annually, the firm is reach¬ 
ing full capacity and has 
hinted at the possibility of 
moving to larger premises 
in the Black Country or 
Birmingham. 

“It’s important for us to 
stay in the local area as 
most of our staff live within 
five or 10 minutes of our 
bakery,” said Mr Drum¬ 
mond. 

“The challenge we face is 
finding a suitable location 
that offers us the chance to 
house our entire operation 
on one site and provides 
capacity for future growth.”

West Bromwich 
is noisiest part 
of the borough 


WEST Bromwich is the worst 
place in Sandwell for complaints 
about noise, it has emerged. 

Figures released to the Sandwell 
Chronicle’s sister newspaper, Express 
and Star reveal that in the 12 months 
up to March this year, Sandwell 
Council received 230 noise complaints 
about the town. This compares with 
204 in Oldbury and 185 in Smethwick. 

Statistics given under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation laws showed the noisiest individual 
street in West Bromwich was Dial Lane 
where there were seven complaints. Mean¬ 
while, Thomas Street had six complaints. 

Dale Street received most in Smethwick 
with six and Dingle Street was the loudest 
street in Oldbury with five complaints. 

Tipton received 180 complaints with the 
most being in Owen Street where there 
were four. Great Barr received 48 com¬ 
plaints including four about the noise in 
Hillcrest Avenue. 


Of the 72 complaints in Cradley Heath 
three were made in New Pool Road and 
three were made in Barrs Road. 

There were 74 complaints in Rowley 
Regis and 91 in Wednesbury. 

Traffic 

Residents in Dial Lane, West Bromwich, 
pointed out their road was close to lots of 
industrial units and said the complaints 
were probably a result of noise from a high 
volume of traffic all day and night, particu¬ 
larly from lorries. 

Retired office clerk and mother-of-one 
Margaret Morris, aged 69, said: “I am not 
surprised most complaints have been in 
this road. 

“But I don’t think it’s due to neighbours 
having parties or anything like that. I think 
it’s the heavy traffic. 

“It starts at 6.30 in the morning and goes 
on for most of the day. There is not much of 
a lull at all.”

Community sentence for mother 
who tried to steal OAP’s purse 


A MOTHER of five who tried 
to steal an 81-year-old’s purse 
in a West Bromwich shop has 
been given a nine month com¬ 
munity sentence. 

Maria Kudrikova, aged 33, was 
spotted by staff putting her hand 
inside the bag of pensioner Alice Isher- 
wood at the Bon Marche clothes store 
in King’s Square, West Bromwich on 
July 29. 

Mrs Maxine Jarousse-Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, told the hearing on Thursday 
at Warley Magistrates Court that a 
store employee became suspicious of 
Kudrikova. 

She said: “She was about to leave 


the store for her break when she saw 
this defendant very close behind the 
injured party. 

“She decides to approach her and 
observed the defendant place her left 
hand in the injured party’s bag which 
was hanging from her shoulder.” 

The employee called out to 
Kudrikova, who removed her hand 
and left the store, and told a security 
guard and the police were called. 

Daughter 

Mrs Jarousse-Jones said the defen¬ 
dant, of Burlington Road, West 
Bromwich had her eight-year-old 
daughter with her at the time of the 
incident. 


She added that Kudrikova had com¬ 
pleted an 18-month suspended sen¬ 
tence given in July 2007 for 
dishonesty. 

Mr Richard Quinn, defending, said 
that Kudrikova, a Czech national, had 
mental health issues. 

“Her husband tells me when the 
offence took place she was suffering 
from severe depression,” he added. 

Kudrikova had admitted attempted 
theft at a previous hearing. 

Magistrates gave her a nine- month 
community order, with a supervision 
requirement that she carry out a spec¬ 
ified activity for 21 days on the topic of 
victims’ awareness.

A sea of poppies reminiscent to Flanders Fields was 
planted around a cross earlier this year and new plans will 
add to that and the existing war memorial at the military 
sections of the cemetery. 

The move will also tie in with the 90th anniversary of the 
Royal British Legion. 

Plans include a memorial containing the names of all of 
the 42 soldiers buried, some in unmarked graves, near to 
the cemetery’s notice board. 

The cemetery’s group of friends is behind the idea. The 
group was created after yobs defaced tombstones and 
damaged monuments in a series of attacks. 

Members want to maintain the historic cemetery, which 
dates back to 1868. 

Group president Tony Mallam, aged 74, who also organ¬ 
ises a Remembrance Day event at the cemetery each year 
attended by the British Legion, said: “There should be a 
remembrance garden there. These people gave their lives 
for Queen and country and I think it’s important to keep 
remembering that every day. I’d like it if we could also 
better look after the graves, perhaps also involving local 
people.” 

Zeppelin 

Many of the soldiers buried at the site are from the 
Wednesbury area. Among them are 13 people killed in a 
Zeppelin attack on the town in 1916. 

Former Wednesbury Mayor John Kilbert is also buried 
in the cemetery. Mr Kilbert was wounded in the historic 
Charge of the Light Brigade. 

Councillor Peter Hughes, who is secretary of the friends 
group, added: “There’s an area by the new fencing which 
could be dedicated to a garden of remembrance for the 
town. Now the fencing is being installed, we can think 
about making the cemetery into a focal point of the town as 
a memorial and creating a kind of historical visitors’ 
centre. In the same way as the National Memorial Arbore¬ 
tum at Alrewas, we could make it into a really peaceful 
harbour for people.” 

Seeds for the poppy field were planted by pupils from 
Albert Pritchard School in April after being donated by 
West Brom Flowers.

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Enfield heaven scent 
on love of great roses 



Rose fan Edward Enfield Favourite - Stutter’s gold Delicate bloom - china rose Sprays will stop black spot 


HE used to enter shows for his 
prize roses, but now writer, broad¬ 
caster and gardening enthusiast 
Edward Enfield, father of Harry, is 
just happy to enjoy them in his own 
garden 

Writer and broadcaster Edward 
Enfield may be best known for his enter¬ 
taining observations on old age and 
travel and for being the father of come¬ 
dian Harry Enfield, but he’s also an 
expert in the garden, particularly when it 
comes to roses. 

With 50 years of gardening experi¬ 
ence under his belt in the garden of the 
house he has lived in throughout that 
time, set in three-quarters of an acre in 
West Sussex, he now shares some of 
his horticultural experiences in his latest 
book, Growing To A Ripe Old Age. 

For a while, he became obsessed 
with roses, he admits, joining the Royal 
National Rose Society (RNRS) and 
entering his roses in the Billingshurst 
Show. “Roses can become an obses¬ 
sion, a mania, a disease, and I caught it. 

“Some of the madder members (of 
the RNRS) refer to themselves by the 
fairly frightful sobriquet of ‘rosarians’, 
and while I never went as far as that, I 
went pretty far. 

“I got all the society’s books and used 
to sit up late into the night with cata¬ 
logues of roses, planning and re-plan¬ 
ning beds of different shapes with roses 
of different combinations to go in differ¬ 
ent parts of the garden.” 

He’s grown all manner of roses, from 
hybrid teas and floribundas, to China 


roses, David Austin roses, shrub roses, 
ramblers and more, and has even tried 
growing roses from seed. 

“I am pleased to say that sanity has 
returned and we are now down to one 
excellent rose bed with a few other 
roses here and there,” he reflects. 

During his show days, he used to 
spray his roses to stop black spot and 
mildew, took action against greenfly 
and other aphids and would strip all but 
one bud from the leading shoots in the 
hope of obtaining one perfect bloom on 
each, but these days, the former colum¬ 
nist for The Oldie is more relaxed about 
his roses. 

Heights 

“My bed isn’t colour co-ordinated. 
I’m very bad on colours. Anyway, I don’t 
believe that roses ever clash. So any 
mixed bed will look OK as long as you 
have the heights right, so obviously 
don’t put the short-growing ones in the 
middle, or they’ll disappear.” 

Today, he has one main rose bed 
comprising mainly hybrid teas, with the 
occasional David Austin thrown in, and 
another smaller one in the vegetable 
patch which he uses for cutting. He 
grows around a dozen varieties but 
among his favourites is ‘Sutter’s Gold’. 

“It’s quite an old rose, but for all its 
failings, in that it doesn’t last very long 
in water, it has a wonderful scent, grows 
on lovely long stems and produces 
blooms of a perfect shape.” 

He thinks it’s best to grow roses in 
one bed and to feed them three times - 
once in spring, another in summer and 


the third in autumn - and spray them 
against fungi and mildew once a fort¬ 
night throughout summer. 

“You can choose an insecticide which 
says is green, organic and generally 
harmless properties, but I find these also 
to be harmless to the creatures they are 
meant to kill. So I can only suggest that 
you look in the garden centre and 
choose some poison which somehow 
persuades you that it might do the job.” 

He also takes care over pruning, 
although he recalls an experiment by in 
which one lot of rose bushes were 
pruned lightly, another lot heavily and a 
third were hacked with a hedge cutter. 

“To the great surprise of one and all, 
those hacked off with the hedge cutter 
did the best,” he recalls, although he’s 
never been brave enough to do that to 
his own roses.“l go and do it all prop¬ 
erly,” he sighs, “pruning them twice, 
cutting out the dead wood and spindly 
little growths in autumn, then shorten¬ 
ing the main stems so they don’t rock 
about in the wind. 

“Then in March, when growth is about 
to start, I prune them some more, where 
possible cutting to an outward eye, 
where a group of leaves join the stem.” 

A final tip to boost your roses? 

“Roses rather like Epsom salts, which 
is magnesium sulphate, and probably 
will do extra well if you put a teaspoon 
of Epsom salts into the spray, when you 
are spraying the leaves.” 

Edward’s book, Growing To A Ripe 
Old Age, by Edward Enfield, is pub¬ 
lished by Summersdale, price £9.99.

RAIL users from the Black Country 
and Birmingham can make use of a new 
railcard being exclusively trialled in the 
West Midlands. 

The new Two Together Railcard, 
launched by the rail companies in Sep¬ 
tember, allows couples, pairs of friends 
or family members travelling together to 
get one third off their train tickets to des¬ 
tinations across the country.

A beautiful Beast 


Beauty and the Beast, Birmingham Royal Ballet, Hippodrome 


THE dancing was superb but that 
pretty much goes without saying 
when you are referring to the Birm¬ 
ingham Royal Ballet. However, this 
production of Beauty and the Beast 
has so much more - amazing cos¬ 
tumes, magical scenery and a lot of 
comic touches. 

This towering gothic fairytale comes 
from the creator of Birmingham Royal 
Ballet’s smash-hit Cinderella and basi¬ 
cally tells the story of a cruel prince, 
cursed to spend the rest of his life living 
in a fantastical castle with the animals he 
callously hunted, who then finds salva¬ 
tion in the heart of a beautiful girl. Caught 
stealing a single rose, Belle’s desperate 
father exchanges his life for his youngest 
daughter’s freedom. In his distant castle 
the Beast, stripped of his handsome fea¬ 
tures and his very humanity, must win her 
heart, or spend the rest of his life in bitter 
solitude. 


A beautiful girl, a hideous beast, a

THIS colourful show tells the story of 
teenage girl Yan Yang and her mysterious 
journey of discovery. 

Starting with film footage, which illus¬ 
trates the journey from Wolverhampton 
to China on a globe, the audience are 
shown scenes of China and the story 
unfolds of how this young girl is taken 
from modern-day China to the past -with 
the power of spirits - to discover the 
magic realm of the Cirque. 

All very easy when you know the story 
but a bit hard to follow on the night, but 
despite that there was no mistaking the 
ability of the performers who kept the

Set within the bustling metropolis 
of Shanghai, jugglers, dancers, perform¬ 
ers and acrobats together Yan Yang her 
realise her dream of becoming a circus 
performer. 

The performances were quite spell¬ 
binding. Some of the positions by the 
contortionists were beyond belief. The 
traditional Chinese stunts with the aerial 
silks and ‘monkey poles’ were quite 
breathtaking. This highly-awaited inter¬ 
nationally acclaimed production, origi¬ 
nally directed by Cirque Du Soleil’s Guy 
Caron, has come to the UK this year for 
the very first time and is well worth a visit.

The good, 
the bad and 
the spexy 

Alan Carr, NIA Birmingham 

WHEN toothy bespectacled 
comedian Alan Carr introduced 
his Spexy Beast show at Birming¬ 
ham on Sunday, on his second 
night at the cavernous NIA venue 
as part of his first stand-up tour in 
four years, he said there would be 
good bits and bad bits (or words 
to that effect). 

After his two sets, totally around 90 
minutes, I realised this was no false 
modesty. 

Carr’s great strength is that he 
comes across as a chatty, exuberant 
friend with great quick wit and a ten¬ 
dency to spice their conversation with 
expletives and risque comments. 
Though even he had to work hard to 
create an atmosphere in the hangar¬ 
like venue. 

Usually on TV he is sat down, so 
seeing him pace and, let’s be frank, 
mince around the stage served as a 
reminder what a fine physical come¬ 
dian he is. The video screens that 
flanked the stage were vital to catch 
those expressions that increased the 
impact of his gags by a significant 
factor. It also had a brief time delay 
which Carr pointed out meant he 
could turn around quickly and be 
taunted by a brief glimpse of his bald 
spot. 

However, the Northampton comic’s 
conversational style was also a down¬ 
fall as he flitted from one subject to 
another - riots, drink, technology, 
getting old - and sometimes the gear 
changes crunched. With no overall 
theme developing there was no move¬ 
ment towards a comic crescendo, so 
his sets ended disconcertingly 
abruptly. 

When his observational humour 
about human flaws was spot on - and 
it often was - he got big laughs but too 
many of his observations were only 
smile worthy and his flights of fancy 
didn’t always take off (though I liked 
the idea of his nana sucking the 
chocolate off a Crunchie and trying to 
sell the bar to ‘Cash For Gold’). 

With a little judicious self-editing 
Spexy Beast would have made a great 
one hour show, so high hopes for the 
DVD.

Uncorking the facts 
on finding good wine 


WHEN chosing a bottle of wine, 
there are three “P”s to consider - 
the price, your preference and its 
pairing. 

The price you are willing to pay (or not pay) 
for a bottle of wine is a key determining 
factor in selecting a wine that is right for you. 
Gone are the days when you could only buy 
a “good”bottle of wine for a high price. 

There are plenty of very reasonable great 
wines available on half price or reduced 
offers, so it’s worth searching around. 

Then there’s your preferences. 

We all have them and they often change in 
a moments notice, but with wine preferences 
let them be swayed by what you will be 
drinking them with or who you will be sharing 
them with. 

For example, if you are hosting a happy 
hour get together, your preferences might 
lean towards “safe”reds and whites. 

For people that may not be accustomed to 
heavier-bodied, heartier wines, buy a softer 
merlot or pinot noir. 

Different 

For a white, look out for a refreshing 
gewurztraminer, but if you are looking for 
something a little bit different, then talk to 
your local wine merchant about wines, styles 
and labels, that you have enjoyed in the past 
and asking for specific recommendations 
should provide sufficient direction for 
another great find. 

If you are new to wines and are looking for 
a few suggestions - try a riesling, 
gewurztraminer, or a muscat dessert wine if 
sweeter wines suit your fancy. If you prefer a 
dry white wine, then grab a pinot blanc, 
chardonnay, pinot gris or sauvignon blanc. 

As for reds, starting with a garnay, pinot 
noir, or merlot if you do not want anything too 
complex or full-bodied. If you are looking for 
something a little different, then go with a 
Californian cabernet sauvignon, syrah (or 
shiraz if its from Australia) or a zinfandel. 

And lastly, onto pairing. If you are looking 
for a wine specifically to pair with a special 
dinner party, then take into account what the 
key ingredients will be. Will it be white or red 
meat? Will you be using fresh or dried herbs 
and what types? Will the dish be spicy or 
fruit-filled? 

In general, white wines go with lighter 



flavored meals really well; while, red wines 
often compliment heartier meals a bit better. 

If you’re really stuck, go for pink and get 
the best of both worlds. 

The choice of wine is all a matter of 
personal taste - but there are five main grape 
varieties and the aromas frequently 
associated with each might give you a clue 
to the taste. 

Wines differ according to origin, grape 
variety, technique of manufacture and age. 
Origin is the most important clue to a wine’s 
character and what they taste like. 

The grape variety used in a wine has 
assumed major importance since New World 
wine lands such as California and Australia 
arrived on the scene. These lands generally 
label and name their wine according to the 
name of the grape, a trend that has spread 
back to Europe. 

When choosing a bottle of wine you should 
ask yourself if you want a cool thirst- 
quencher or a wine to sip and savour? Do 
you want an everyday wine for an informal 
occasion, or a serious bottle for an important 
dinner? 

So much choice can be daunting, but with 
a little help, you’ll find the ones you enjoy and 
be talking about them like a master 
sommelier.

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How your money 
helps in a drought 


By Sarah Hazelwood 

A DUDLEY mum has trav¬ 
elled to Ethiopia to find out 
how money raised in the Black 
Country is helping those 
caught in the country’s worst 
drought for 60 years. 

Julia Hood, a volunteer at the 
Catholic Agency for Overseas 
Development (Cafod), jetted off to 
East Africa, on September 19, to 
see how funds were aiding a com¬ 
munity on the brink of survival. 

Cafod is the Catholic agency sup¬ 
porting overseas development, 
working with more than 50 countries 
in Africa, Asia and Latin America to 
fight poverty and injustice. 

This year parishes and schools 
across the Black Country have helped 
raise almost £15,000 for the East 
African appeal alongside a staggering 
£141,000 from the Birmingham Catho¬ 
lic Archdiocese, which Dudley, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton are all members. 

Encourage 

After spending a week with Cafod 
and its partners visiting various com¬ 
munities overseas Julia, of Richbor- 
ough Drive, who has worked for the 
agency for the past 13 years, said the 
money had so far helped produce larger 
and deeper water holes, mend a well 
which had been blocked for 21 years 
and aid in the clearance of land to 
encourage cattle grazing. 

“To finally be able to see the work 
that takes place in East Africa and the 
difference our projects are having on 
the community was a real privilege,” 
she said. 

“I was extremely lucky to be able to 
go and see the ways donations from the 
Black Country help those living in 
such hardship. 

“The money we collect is crucial to

helping communities get through this 
extremely difficult time. They haven’t 
had any rain since last March so it was 
a real shock to see the effects first 
hand. 

“I am constantly amazed at the gen¬ 
erosity shown by people especially at a 
time where finances are a worry for 
everybody. 

“Although it is always difficult to 
hear these stories I have brought home 
with me a real message of hope - that 
even in difficult times there is still 
something we can do to improve the 


lives of so many disadvantage and 
truly wonderful people overseas.” 

The 48-year-old, mother of two, has 
done a massive amount to help raise 
funds over the past decade, inbetween 
working as a volunteer reading assis¬ 
tant at St Joseph’s school which is in 
Dudley. 

Before the trip Julia embarked upon 
a sponsored walk with parishioners 
from St Mary of the Angles, in Walsall, 
in a charity stroll from Aldridge to 
Lichfield. 

She will be returning to the church 


in the next few weeks to tell them 
about her trip and the ways in which 
their donations are being spent. 

With fundraisers throughout the 
year the next big event for Cafod is the 
Harvest fast day appeal, this Friday 
(October 7).

SKODA’S new model will make its debut in its domestic 
market, the Czech Republic, before the end of this year, 
with the UK and other European countries following at the 
beginning of summer 2012. The Citigo will be launched in 
three-door and five-door versions. 

“The Citigo is one of the pillars of our growth strategy. It paves 
the way for tremendous opportunities in a new segment,” said 
Skoda Board chairman, Winfried Vahland. 

“The Citigo is literally a ‘simply clever’ car. Despite its small size, it 
offers ample interior space; it is agile while frugal. Put simply: v it’s an 
attractive choice offering many clever ideas. The car offers all of Skoda’s 
values in a compact package and fits perfectly with our aims.” 

With the Citigo, Skoda is entering a new sector. “The demand for small 
cars with low fuel consumption, at a favourable price and with reasonable 
operating costs, is growing,” continues Mr Vahland. 

“Skoda’s new small vehicle is a reaction to this trend. We are entering 
new ground and the Citigo will attract prospects mainly in our European 
markets.” 

Thg designers have given the car a distinct look that defines this as a 
new Skoda. The finned grille set in a chrome-plated frame and precisely 
shaped headlamps give the car a typical Skoda look. The Citigo will 
measure just 3.56 metres long, 1.65 metres wide and 1.48 metres high. 

The Skoda Citigo is an ideal car in and out of the city. It offers generous 
interior space. The car’s long wheel base — 2.42 metres — provides enough 
comfort for four passengers even on long trips. The boot volume is a size¬ 
able 251 litres, which can be extended to 951 litres by folding down the rear 
seats.

Big insurers 
approve of 
tyre changes 

WITH an early cold winter forecast, Swinton 
Insurance has teamed with Goodyear Tyres to 
dispel the myths around fitting cold weather 
tyres to cars. 

After a series of particularly harsh winters and 
with another predicted for this year, cold weather 
tyres — common in Germany and Eastern Europe — 
are becoming more popular in the UK. 

Swinton surveyed its panel of insurers to find out if they 
consider fitting cold weather tyres to be a modification to 
the vehicle which would merit a rise in insurance 
premium. 

All 10 of the major insurers on Swinton’s panel said that 
they did not view cold weather tyres as a modification and 
would not raise the premium. 

But they all recommended motorists should tell their 
insurers of any change, to ensure the new tyres complied 
with the manufacturer’s specification. 

Ageas, Aviva, Axa, Provident, Chaucer and RSA were 
among the insurers on the panel. 

Mobility 

Aviva encouraged fitting cold weather tyres since they 
improve mobility in poor conditions and perform better 
below 7°C. 

Once the temperature drops below 7°C, the rubber on 
regular ‘summer’tyres hardens, lessening their grip on the 
road. 

Cold weather tyres are made with more natural rubber 
and silica, which keeps them supple in the colder weather 
to give greater grip in snow and ice and a potential 55 per 
cent reduction in braking distance. Cold weather tyres 
such as Goodyear’s UltraGrip 8 are claimed to offer 41 per 
cent better lateral grip on the snow and 6 per cent better 
resistance to aquaplaning on curved roads. 

Steve Chelton, insurance development manager at 
Swinton said he was glad to see insurers were not penalis¬ 
ing motorists for taking safety measures. 

“Our panel of insurers has clarified that cold weather 
tyres shouldn’t been seen as a modification when fitted to 
a vehicle so motorist shouldn’t be worried about increased 
car insurance premiums, Mr Chelton said. 

“However, we would advise always to check with your 
insurance provider to inform them of the change.” 

Michelle Fisher, brand manager for Goodyear Tyres 
said, “More and more motorists are beginning to fit cold 
weather tyres during colder months. Met Office statistics 
show that we can have up to 156 days between October and 
March below 7 degrees.

(c) proceeding through the gap in the central reservation on Walsall 
Road, West Bromwich, immediately north of Ray Hall viaduct. 

2. The alternative route for vehicles during the closure of Walsall Road will 
be as follows:- 

Southbound traffic will be diverted via West Bromwich Road, Broadway, 
Birmingham Road, Newton Road, Heath Lane and Walsall Road. 
Northbound traffic will be diverted via Walsall Road, Lyndhurst Road, 
Hollyhedge Road, Newton Road, Birmingham Road, Broadway and West 
Bromwich Road. 

3. The purpose and reason for the Order is to facilitate repairs to the Ray 
Hall viaduct. 

4. The Order will take effect on 17 October 2011, and it is anticipated that 
the works may commence on that day. The works are expected to be 
completed on 2 July 2012.

Tividale are denied by 
late spot-kick drama

A CONTROVERSIAL late penalty 
denied Tividale victory against Midland 
Alliance pacesetters Loughborough Uni¬ 
versity. 

After recovering from conceeding an own goal 
inside the first minute to lead 2-1 thanks to 
goals from Adam Simkiss and Brett Clarke, the 
home side’s hopes were dashed when Daniel 
Delderfield netted from the spot in added time. 

Tividale were stunned after just 40 seconds when 
a harmless looking cross from Delderfield was turned 
past the wrong-footed Tim Beech and into his own net 
by Derek Cole. To their credit, the hosts picked them¬ 
selves up and began to pile pressure on the Loughbor¬ 
ough defence. 

On 10 minutes, captain Andy Parsons headed a 
free-kick back across goal only for Jukes to shoot over 
from 18 yards.

And Hodgson believes the 
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MIGHTY oaks from little 
acorns grow. 

So Roy Hodgson boarded his flight 
home from Wearside hoping Albion had 
laid the seeds for greater things. 

A point gleaned from a 2-0 lead left the 
Baggies and their travelling fans unsure 
quite how to feel when the curtain came 
down on an odd 90 minutes at the Stadium of 
Light. But Hodgson and his staff will be 
crossing their fingers that the good things 
that came from a mixed day in the north east 
will prove the basis for growth when the 
players return from the international break 
for an intriguing Black Country derby. 

Albion still have a way to go to rediscover 
the form that powered them to safety at the 
end of last season. But a day of ups and 
downs in the sunny north at least offered a 
little hope that the springtime spark that 
brought the Baggies another season in the 
Premier League is still burning not too far 
below the surface. 

While Hodgson, his players and their trav¬ 
elling fans will reflect on a potential victory 
that went begging, there were signs of 
improvement that will encourage all con¬ 
cerned as they start the countdown to the 
meeting with their bitterest rivals. 

As Hodgson attempts to marry defensive 



improvements with his team’s natural 
attacking instincts, he knows there 
remains work to do. 

Yet at times on Saturday his team at 
least offered moments of encouragement 
that they are moving in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

A fragmented and fraught opening to 
his first full campaign in charge has made 
it tough for fans to assess Hodgson and his 
players’ performance so far. 

On one hand, they are out of the bottom 
three after an opening seven matches that 
included four away fixtures, meetings 
with last season’s top two teams and a 
clash with the Baggies’ perennial 
nemesis. On the other, their displays 
against the Premier League’s lesser lights 
have lacked the kind of sparkle that sup¬ 
porters hoped to see following a stirring 
end to last season. 

While Blackburn have kicked off the 
season in chaos and Newcastle have 
exceeded all expectations, Hodgson and 
Co have made a start best described as 
‘fair to middling’. 


Things could have been worse, but they 
might have been considerably better. And last 
season’s swagger has proved difficult to recre¬ 
ate against a backdrop of expectations that 
soared a little too high during a summer of 
understandable excitement. 

So while attacking cohesion returned only 
in fits and starts against Steve Bruce’s under¬ 
pressure Mackems, it at least provided some 
signs that Hodgson’s men have not forgotten 
how to pass and move. 

They were 2-0 ahead before the game had 
settled into a pattern thanks to James Morri¬ 
son’s fourth-minute header from Chris 
Brunt’s free-kick and Shane Long’s cool finish 
from Peter Odemwingie’s instinctive pass a 
minute later. 

The Black Cats were rocking and at times 
the Baggies moved the ball with a confidence 
they have rarely shown this term. Had 
Odemwingie spotted Graham Dorrans’ 
darting run soon after the second goal, the 
Scot might have capped a neat break with a 
killer third. 

Ragged 

But the visitors’ neat approach play still 
lacked an incisive final pass too often while 
their defending before half-time was as 
ragged as at any time this term. 

When they backed off Stephane Sessegnon 
on 24 minutes and Nicklas Bendtner’s shot 
deflected past Ben Foster, it muted the fans’ 
revolt that was threatening to engulf the mis¬ 
firing home side. It created a ripple of fresh 
belief that was enough for Bendtner to drift 
wide and pick out former Baggies target 
Ahmed Elmohamady to head in a 26th- 
minute equaliser. With Bendtner and Sesseg¬ 
non asking constant questions and 
Sunderland’s tails up, the Baggies might 
have folded, so Hodgson will have taken sat¬ 
isfaction from seeing them batten down the 
hatches and go close when Gareth McAuley 
headed just wide from a Brunt corner. 

The hosts had the best chance of the second 
half when Foster denied Elmohamady early 
on but the Baggies had their moments too and 
a better touch from Odemwingie to control 
Brunt’s chip would have taken him clear. 
Instead, both sides had to settle for a point 
that Albion will hope proves a catalyst for 
further improving.
